The San Francisco Chronicle esti- 
mates the cost of a narrow gauge rail- 
road from Stockton to Bodie at $15,- 
000 per mile—limit of total cust $2-'

“Its traffic in a few years, unless 
Bodie and its surroundings are much 
overrated, would certainly much ex- 
ceed the traffic over the Virginia and: 
Reno line. It would tap a mineral 
region in Nevada, extending over an 
area of 20,000 square miles, which has 
for years past been constantly im- 
proving, and its way trade through 
the lumber and timber belt of the 
Sierra would become immense.” 

The San Francisco Stock Report 
takes a different view of the project, 
and expresses it as follows: 

“It is possible that the total average 
cost would not exceed the Chronicle's 
estimates, but when the altitude and 
snowy character of that portion of the 
Sierra over which it would have to 
pass is considered, the figures look 
small indeed.

POTATOES. 


How to Boll Them Properly—The Way 
to Wash Them Well. 


There are two ways of boiling po- 
tatoes—both are good. The first 
fashion is to put them into well salted 
water; having let them boil until they 
are nearly done, pour off nearly all 
the water, set them back on the fire, 
cover, and let them steam until thor- 
oughly done. Take off the cover, and 
let them stay a moment or two to 
evaporate the moisture. The other 
way is to grop the potatoes into 
enough boiling water to cover them, 
and as soon as they = done pour off 
the water entirely and put back on the 
range to evaporate the moisture; put 
the cover on the kettle so that about 
a quarter of the mouth is left open to 
the air. When 


BOILED IN THEIR SKINS 


a tiny piece should be cut from the 
end of each potato. They must boil 
from thirty to thirty-five minutes. Al- 
ways select potatoes as nearly of a 
size as possible. New pctatoes with 
delicate skins should not be pared for 
boiling. Take a sharp, thin knife and 
scrape off the skins. .In the country, 
new potatoes just brought in from the 
garden Go not even need scraping; @ 
few smart turns with a rough-textured 
cloth take off the fine skin in q twink- 
ling. But the dwellers ip towns don’t 
get these ideal potstoes, 


FOR PERFCT MASHED POTATOES, 


pare and boil them as above, and after 
every trace of the water has evapora- 
ted, mash them with your pesile still 
in the kettle over the fire; they are 
naught if n6t kept hot. Get out 
every suggestion of alump and as you 
mash putin a bg pore quantity. of 
fresh butter, and, if you have it, some 
cream-— if not cream, enough milk to 
make the potato rich and moist. Salt 
it to taste, and serve fresh and hot 
piled up and smoothed overin a hot 
dish with a little black pepper sifted 
on the top. Mashed potatoe which 
have stood on the stove awhile before 
serving is poor stuff. Ifyou want the 
top brown hold over it- a salamander 
or a very hot stove lid—don’t put the 
dish into the oven, that only makes 
he contents watery.

Peter Grub sold his share in an iron 
mine at Cornwall, Pa., reserving the 
right to enter upon the premises for- 
ever and take therefrom sufficient ore 
for the supply of one furnace. That 
was almost a hundred vears ago, when 
iron ore was smelted in & somewhat 
crude fashion, and the average yield 
of a furnace was about 1,500 tons a 
year, That was about the amount 
taken annually by Mr. Grub dnring 
his lifetime. But the process has been 
vastly improved since then, and nuw 
we have a furnace that turns out a 
much in a single month. The ques- 
tion arose then, of course, wheth- 
er the heirs of Grul» were entitled to 
as much ore as would supply an 
Peighteenth or nineteenth century fur- 
nace. A lawsuit has been in the 
courts for twenty-four years, employ- 
ing some of the ablest lawyers in the 
State. The Supreme Court has de- 
cided on appeal that ore can be 
taken in sufficient quantity to supply 
a furnace of the present time.

On the call of the roll of States on the 
36th ballot Connecticut was the first to 
break, giving Garfield 11; Illinois threw 
4 to him and Indiana followed with 29. 

At this point there was great excite- 
ment in the convention and cheers for 
Garfield. The Blaine men began to 
look frightened and the third-termers 
uneasy. The excitement grew more 
boisterous and all efforts to get or- 
der were vain. Immediately the trad- 
ing of delegations began openly, eager 
haste being shown to get in for the com- 


ing man. 


Upon resumption of the roll call Iowa 
broke for Garfield with 22 votes, and 
Kansas gave him 6, 

Another scene of great confusion en- 
sned. Louisiana cast 8 votes for Gar- 
field and wild cheers rent the air. When 
Blaine’s own State threw 14 votes for 
Garfleld, the excitement became inde- 
scribable. 

Massachusetts was the next to bow 
before the rising sun; Michigan came 
next; Minnesota gave him Windom’s 10 
and Nebraska added its delegation. 
New Jersey and New Hampshire wheel- 
ed into line and New York gave him 20 
yotes. North Carolina broke next, and 


then Ohio.-plumped 43 for him. Penn- | 


sylvania gave him 21. 

Garfield had now 328 votes, and as it 
broke upon the minds of a]l that he was 
almost sure of the nomination on this 
ballot, the noise and excitement became 
tremendous, many delegates acting 
more like madman than sane human 
beings. 

Tennessee gave Garfield 7 votes. 
Vermont threw him her entire vote and 
at the close of the call of States James 
A. Garfield was the nominee of the Re- 
publican Conventioh by a vote of 399 
in his favor—20 more than enough. 

It was some time before the wild 
storm of cheering subsided. Whén it 
was possible to be heard Conkling arose 
and moved that the nomination be made 
unanimous. The great third-termer, 
standing in the midst of the wreck of 
his schemes and hopes, congratulated 
the convention and the party on the 
nomination. Logan also had the pluck 
to rise and congratulate the convention 
on its choice. 

The convention cheered and the band 
struck up a patriotic air, but its strains
